The in-
vitation to speak waa later withdrawn,

All of the spoakers wers aflent on Pan-
ross.  Representative Vare, who Intro-
duced Doctor Brumbaugh; John R, K.
Beott, oandidate for Congressman-at-
Large, and Frank B, McClain, oandidate
for Lisutenant Governor, made elogquent
plean to the voters of Bouth Philadelphia
to mupport Doctor Brumbaugh, but no
word In behalf of Ponross eacapad thelr
lps.

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FIRST VOTERS MAY
AYOID ERRORS BY
OBSERVING RULES

Duties of Election Board De-
fined by Law—Judge, In-
spectors and Watchers
Have Prescribed Official

Functions.

Whan firat votera go to the polls next
Tuesday they will encountar election
fudges and division watohers for the first
time.

The experience will not ha In any senss
an ordeal, Jut henﬁo the first voter will
doms in contact with sometimes n dozen
men who appear to have authority at the
polling plice, & statement of the opwers
of the slection judges and division watoh-
ors will prevant the voter from becoeming
in any way confused.

The eslection board at each polling placs
consists of a Judge of electlon and two
election Inspectors, Each of the inspeop-
tora has a clerk, The juidge of election
and the two Inspectors are elected by
ths votara of the divisiom in which they
hold ofMce. The ealaction bhoards which
will sorve naxt Tuesday wore elected In
1918. They, togather with the clerks, ars
pentad In an Inclosed spaos In the polling
place. It in thelr duty to glva out the
ballots mocording to the aleotion Ilnws

of Pennsylvania, and to clwnl. tha votes
after the polls closa.

Each politlcal party Is entitled to sta-
tion three watchers at sach polling place,
Thelr privilega ia primarily to see that
the electlon Doard s falr to the party
they repreasent In passing upon the quall-
fleationn of the slectore who ask for bal-
lots, watcher may remaln Inside
the polling place, but not In the In-

closure with the alectlon board. The
others must remain outside. The di-
vixlon wnatchers for many years, how-
over, have extended thelr aotivitiea to
“alectionesring’” at the polls by present-
ing voters with cards and other Informa-
tlon to direct the voteras how to cast
thelp ballots for the party the watchers
represent.

Whan the first voter arrives nt tha poll-
ing place the party watchers will first
approach him and give him ecards that
will tell him how to mark his ballot If
he hHappens to be of the same politieal
party as the watcher who handed It to
him. Tha voter, however, In not obliged
In any way to follow the directions glven
him by the watchers who stand outaide
the polls, Any Information that thess
witchors give Is to be recelved only as
A suggestion.

The firat votar recelyves his ballot from
the election Jjudge, from elther of the
two Inspectors, or from elther of the two
electlon clerks. First, however, the olec-
tion clerks look up his nonme in the regls-
tration book to sea If he |s properly reg-

jstered. 1If he Is properly registered and
s willlng, upon demand of tha election
officers, to tnke an oath that he i{a the

elector whose natne he tells the eleotion
officar when he nsks for his ballot, the
ballot ia given him

The party watchers who are stationed
inside the polling places, under the pres-
ent system of holding elections, watch
every man who nsks for a ballot. They
have the rlght to challenge the right of
tha voter (o recelve a hallot If they
challenge the right of any wvote:, ths
judge of election and the two alection in-
spactors serving at the polling place are
to dacide whether the elector la qualified
to vnta.

The Evemiva Lepoer, through Ledger

coarning the election. The location of
polling place, information about mark-
Ing ballots, the rights of the volers at
the polling places, the duties and powers
of election offlcers and watchers, and ex-
planation of the electlon law will ba
glven by this special burenu, under the
direction of i lawyer of wide experience
und tralning In this particular fleld. The
bureau opened at Ledger Central at 7
o'elock this morning, and will remaln opsn
until 11 o'clock emch night until election
dny.
